on the basis of said second request information, determining a selling price of the created 
partial music piece data file, wherein said selling price of the created partial music piece data file 

being less than a selling price of the complete music piece data file, and wherein the selling price 
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of the created partial music piece data is dependent upon one of a length and a location of said 
desired time portions; and 

transmitting the created partial music piece data file to the client terminal 

Claim 41 (previously presented): A method as claimed in claim 40 wherein the display 
information to be transmitted to said client terminal is information for displaying the desired 
music piece as a musical score. 

Claim 42 (currently amended): A method as claimed in claim 40 wherein said server 
includes a storage device for storing a complete music piece data set fi]e corresponding to the 
desired single music piece.

Claim 44 (currently amended): A method for execution by a client apparatus on a 
network to receive music piece data file via the network from a server, said method comprising:

displaying the entire time length of the desired single music piece on the basis of the 
display information;
